Differ from Those Filed.

The Bank Failed to Show a Loan
of $200,000.

Nicholas Hunk allowing ItH condition
Nov. 28 Inst, and publlaht'd a week later.

Whether this Indicated any Intention
on the part of the officials of the defunct
Institution to conceal the true condition
of the bank from its" depositors or not
has been the subject of some question.

The discrepancy consisted In the fact
that the Item of $200,000. which had been
borrowed by the St. Nicholas from the
Gallatin Hank and Hank of the Repub-
lic In equal amounts, on collateral con-

sisting of bills and notes which had been
discounted by the flt, Nicholas, was in
the published statement Included in
"amounts due depositors." while In the
statement on file at Albany It ap-
peared in its proper place as a liability
under the head of "amounts due trust
companies ami other banks."

The question was whether the officers
of the St. Nicholas Hank were endeavor-
ing to conceal from their depositors the
fact that they had been borrowing or
not. Hank Kxamlner Judson, of the
State Department, thinks not, hecautte
in neither of the general statements do
these ItVtlll appear, but only in the
Bcidules.

When the statement was first submit-
ted to the Departmcnti according to Mr.
Judion, It appeared that the $200,010
which was specified in the schedules as
having been loaned by the Gallatin and
the Hank of the Republic, had been In-

cluded In the sum due depositors.
This was incorrect, and th officers of

the St. Nicholas were so Informed by
ihe Hanking Department. They there-
fore submitted a new statement. In
which this defect was remedied, and the
sum waB credited to the Item "due trust
companies, other banks, Ac."

The original statement had already
been printed and distributed, and as the
correction made by transferring the
sum from one account to the other made
no difference In the general result, show-
ing assets and liabilities, no attention
wai paid to the matter until after the
bank failed.

Hanking officers are generally of the
opinion that a mistake was made by the
St. Nicholas pople. and that the blunder
should mot have occurred."I do not think there was any Inten-
tion to deceive any one," said Cashier
Sherman, of the Gallatin National Hank.
this moping " It could not have had
serious Effect any way. and there was
no reason for concealment.

"It appears that the fact was not
concealed at any time from the StateDepartment, and I should think that
would settle the matter. It was at most
only an error In bookkeeping."

This Is the day for the pavment of the
first dividend to the depositors of the
St. Nicholas Hank bv Receiver Hugh J.
Grant. This dividend amounts to about
40 per cent, of the entire amount.

Mr. Grant announced this morning
that the claims from 20f depositors had
been approved, and that checks were
mailed to them y for their pro rata
share.

The amount paid ovit In this manner
was about $1170.000. The other assets of
the bank are being collected as rapidly
as possible, and there Is no doubt, the
receiver says, that the depositors will
Vlthln a reasonable time be paid the full
amount of their claims.

O'Connor says he Jammed down the
brakes, but could not do so In time to
stop the car's momentum. Johnnie was
knocked down with great force, fallingaero., the other rail, and the car came
upon him. He waa Jammed under the
guard-rai- l and l.uth arms were brokt n.
His body was budly bruised and a large
portion of his scalp was torn loose.

TOWN MONEY THEIRS.

That Seema to Have Been the
Idea of MoKane et Al.

Sutherland and Newton Simply

Grabbed All Fines.

Muddle After Muddle In theGraTei-en- l
Accounts.

The Citizens' Committee Investigating
the Irregularities In the accounts of John
Y. McKane, y furnished Lawyer
Oeorge F. Blllott wllh more data for
the court proceedings which he propose
to take.

Within the last twenty-fou- r hours the
Committee have brought to light the
most flagrant cases of fraud, and there
Is no longer a doubt that McKane de-

frauded the town out of several hundred
thousand dollars.

So conclusive s the evidence brought
out by the Committee that the most
Intimate frlnds of McKane are giving
lip the task of attempting to prove his
Innocence. They have turned all their
attention to hindering the work of the
Committee.

Lawyer Elliott says their endeavors
to shield McKane are useless, as the
evidence furnished so far by the Com-

mittee Is beyond question. It not only
proves McKane's guilt, but shows that,
under his protection, other officials have
been robbing the taxpayers of the town
for years. The only question with the
Committee now Is to determine the ex-

act amount stolen.
Contractor O'Hourke and James Mc-

Kane now deny that they have had an
expert at work on McKane's books. The
trouble is. It was learned from another
source that they have examined
McKane's accounts, and are unable any
longer to shield him.

The contractors who have done work
in Oravesend are now up in arms
Hgalnst McKi,ne. They are furnishing
the Committee with many new facts,
threaten the with innu-
merable suits.

According to their statements, Mc-
Kane not only robbed the town and its
taxpayers, but also defrauded con-
tractors out of the money due them.

In the matter of the scandal attend-
ing the erection of the electric lighting
plant, the Committee have learned that
the $20,000 drawn from the appropriation
by McKane on Nov. i was to pay Pierce
& Miller, of 42 Cortlandt street. New
York, for the boilers, which they fur-
nished.

The Arm never received the money,
and It Is believed now McKane appro-
priated the money for the purpose of
paying floaters who swelled the vote of
the town election day.

Altogether the ommlttee have learned
that IvlcKane drew $M.00O from the elec-
tric lighting plant appropriation which
was due contractors, but which they
claim now was never paid.

If all McKane's victims bring suit to
recover the amounts due them and judg-
ments are obtained, there will be little
or nothing left of his property at
Uravesend tnd Coney Island.

The money which McKane's friends are
trying to raise on his property. It Is said,
la intended to pay these contractors and
prevent the suits being brought. Mc-

Kane's friends are trying to raise 0

for this purpose, but so far, It II said,
they have been unable to negotiate a
single loan.

One of the moat recent disclosures Is
that since Aug. 1. 1891. until Dec. 30 last
the County Treasurer's bookB show that
only $100 has been returned by the Jus-
tices of Oravesend for fines collected
during that time. This amount came
from Justice Gladding, who has always
been regarded as on the outer fringe
of the McKane ring. In more than two
years Justices Newton and Sutherland
did not turn over to the County Treasur-
er a penny for fines collected.

Justice Gladding Is under Indictment
with other members of the Town Board
for omitting to redlstrlct the town. He
recently refused to vote with Sutherland
and Newton for McKane's successor, and
during the reign of the chief only a
small portion of the patronage of the
Island was given to him.

The fees In the two years In question
amounted to $20.K49.4O for Sutherland and
$14,:t60.or. for Newton. They are paid at
the rate of 50 cents for each prisoner sen-
tenced. It seems Incredible to the Com-
mittee that all of the prisoners repre-
sented by the fees of these two Justices
were sent to the penitentiary In default
of their tines. The majority of the pris-
oners In Newton and Sutherland's baili-
wick were arraigned for Intoxication or
disorderly conduct. The penalty In such
cases Is a tine.

The book, of the County Treasurer
would show that all the prisoners ar-
raigned were sent to prison.

The Committee has discovered one spe-
cific case where a prisoner was fined
$".'."i by Newton.

The discovery of the Committee haa
brought about a state of affairs which
may result In serious complications.
Many persons who have been lined by
Newton and Sutherland propose to ask
that the money be refunded on the
ground that the higher courts reversed
the decision of the Jusilces of the Peace.

Mr. Adams said y that he did not
dee how he could remit the fines If re-
quested, when for two year, he had not
-- ecelved a penny from Newton or Suth-
erland.

Just after li.,- under the bridge, a
watchman discovered that the flo.it had
sprung a leak, and was sinking.

That Special Counsel Shall Go

Before the Grand Jury. .

"Murphy Has Us by the Throat,"

the Word to the Governor.

One Hundred Indignant Cltlzena at
the executive Chamber.

ALBANY, March 15. one hundred cit-

izens of Troy walked Into the Executive
Chamber this morning and, through
Spokesmen Dr. Ferguson and Mr.
Greene, demanded that the Governor
allow the counsel apnonted by him to
prosecute the Troy murderers to enter
the Grand Jury room and be vested with
all the powers of the District-Attorney-

In closing the argument, Mr. Greene
said : B

"We distrust the District-Attorney'- s

office and we distrust everybody In It,
and 1 believe we have food reason to.'

Gov. Flower said lie had done every-
thing In his power to please of Troy,
but while the case was before the Coro-ner'- s

Jury he did not think It time for
him to art as he suggested. When the
case got to the Grand Jury then he
would consider such nctlon. He suggest-
ed that they pass laws, and he would
sign them, giving a new Grand Jury and
extra counsel the right to prosecute like
the District-Attorne-

Closing, he said: "I do not say that I
will not exercise the power of granting
to this counsel the right you ask. when
the case has further progressed, but I
cannot do It at this stage. I have ap-

pointed Republican counsel, and I have
charged them. If you distrust your
Attorney's office, why. present your
charges, and I'll remove the official."

After the hearing nne of the Commit-
tee. Samuel Morris, said to the Governor:
"This m.in Murphy, with his heelers and
his police, has us by the throat, and
some meani tnould be applied to help
us."

The Governor said: "A great deal of
the disreputable state of affair1 In Troy
is tlue to pour own Inactivity, and your
failure. heretofore, to assert your
rights."
